FLASHBACK: Last week’s Star story 


KIND-hearted Star readers have come 
to the aid of a pensioner whose mobil¬ 
ity scooter was stolen and torched by 
yobs. 

Emphysema sufferer Bill Nichols (73), of 
Waterhouse Moor, Harlow, was left house¬ 
bound when his motorised scooter was 
destroyed after being set on fire. The smoul¬ 
dering wreckage was found at the paddling 
pool in Bush Fair. 

But after reading about Mr Nichols’ plight in 
last week’s paper a man came into our town centre 
office and handed over £100, asking for it to be 
passed on to Mr Nichols. He left hurriedly without 
leaving his name. 

When we contacted Mr Nichols’ wife Joyce, she 
said the money would help them pay for hiring a 
mobility scooter until the insurance money had 
been sorted out. 

Then on Monday, after hearing the insurance 
money would not stretch to pay for a new replace¬ 
ment, a woman from Old Harlow called the Star to 
offer Mr Nichols an unused scooter belonging to 
her late husband. 

Mr and Mrs Nichols took possession of the 
scooter the following day after we arranged for it to 
be delivered to their home. 


The pair were overwhelmed and hugely grateful 
for the gift. “I don’t know what to say, I really 
don’t,” said Mr Nichols. “It really restores your 
faith in the town despite everything that’s hap¬ 
pened.” 

Mrs Nichols added: “It’s so generous. He can get 
out and about now; thank you so much.” 

The woman, who asked to remain anonymous, 
said: “It’s been stuck in the garage for about seven 
years and I thought I might as well see if it would 
be of any use to Mr Nichols. 

“Why have a scooter stuck in the garage doing 
nothing? I was going to sell it but I really never got 
round to it. 

“I was just so appalled by what had happened 
and I thought it was sickening.” 

# Police are still investigating the theft of Mr 
Nichols’ original scooter and have asked anyone 
who may have seen anyone taking it last Sunday 
night (September 14) to contact them on call 0300

Where are all the young 
people needing houses? 

SIR, The number of Harlow residents currently on the 
local housing register is 5,426, which is 93.4 per cent of 
the overall total. The number of young adults on the list 
who are under 20 is 423. 

This concerns me because when I speak to residents 
their major concern is focused on the lack of affordable 
housing for their children. Does the town really only 
have 423 young people wanting to be housed in Harlow? 
If you are a young adult wanting to become independent, 
why are you not registering on the housing register? Is 
the process too invasive and bureaucratic? Are you asked 
too many questions, including your current income? I 
am sure that you will have other reasons for not adding 
your details to the current register but please also 
remember the saying “if you do not buy a ticket, you 
will never win a prize.” In my view, these matters are 
important because if the town begins to lose its young 
adults, the future is bleak. 

The other issue that concerns me is the proportion of 
social affordable housing claimed by the council on all 
new-build housing developments in the town. The 
current rate is 33 per cent. Why is this figure not being 
raised to 50 per cent, given the need for this type of 
housing? 

The partially built Gateway project has so far given the 
council nomination rights on 55 units and of those, 40 
are for socially rented accommodation and 15 for a low- 
cost home ownership scheme. How many residents were 
aware they were available to applicants on the housing 
register? 

The other way of increasing social and affordable 
housing for the 7,000 people on the housing register is 
for the council to build their own homes and for the 
Government to remove the Right To Buy. Unfortunately, 
both the council and the Government would never agree 
to take such radical steps. However, would those parents 
who consider housing to be such an important issue 
accept both proposals?

Good value councillors 

SIR, As chairman of Harlow Council, may I take issue 
with S. Sadler {Letters, September 4) who may not 
understand that the 33 councillors from all parties 
elected by residents to represent them are not council 
employees and receive no salary, only allowances, 
decided annually by an independent panel, which are 
supposed to compensate for time and expenses incurred 
attending official meetings? 

If councillors were paid the national average wage 
(around £25k per annum), the bill would be almost £lm, 
not the £175,000 (about £3.75 a year per taxpayer) of 
which S. Sadler complains. 

I am on two committees and five working parties. I also 
represent the council on two ‘outside bodies’. As 
chairman since May this year, I have attended 39 official 
engagements and numerous meetings concerning my 
chairman’s charity and chairman’s project. On top of this 
is time I spend on casework - issues raised by residents. 

I don’t count the hours I spend ‘working’ as a councillor 
seven days a week but, as a ‘retired’ person, I know it is 
at least as many as when I was in paid work. At even the 
National Minimum Wage (£5.50 per hour), I would earn 
over £11,000 a year, whereas my total council 
allowances, travel and telephone were £4,538 last year 
(£998.36 tax was deducted). Councillors do not qualify 
for the council pension scheme. 

My commitment to this ‘voluntary’ work is not unusual 
among councillors of all parties, representing extremely 
good value for taxpayers.

Ms Millership (56) added: 
“We have six grandchildren and 
I worry about them going out in 
the garden. We have been down 
every avenue to try and get a 
solution; this is the last resort.” 

Chris Barnes (62) and hus¬ 
band Peter (70) said they have 
also complained to the council 
about the state of their council- 
owned ground-floor maisonette 
and estimate around 12 houses 
in the street are affected in one 
way or another. 

Mrs Barnes said: “It’s dan¬ 
gerous with children. It comes 
down without warning, espe¬ 
cially with wind and rain.” 

A council spokesman said it 
had no record of complaints 
made in the past 12 months, 
adding that some repairs to 
properties were carried out last 
year. 

He added: “Our contractors 
will be carrying out a re-inspec- 
tion and any urgent repairs will 
be dealt with.”

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Jail for thugs in 
hammer assault 


TWO vicious thugs have 
each been jailed for five 
years after admitting an 
horrific hammer attack on 
a man starting a Christ¬ 
mas shopping trip with his 
daughters. 

Daniel Lorimer had to be 
revived twice and was left with 
facial injuries described in 
court as like a “tennis ball com¬ 
ing out of his head”. 

He was punched, kicked and hit 
with the hammer when he went to 
collect his daughters in Altham 
Grove, Harlow, on December 22 
last year. 

Sentencing Peter Osokpo (29) 
from East Ham, and Kevin Ryan 
(25), from Rochford, at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on Monday, Judge 
Anthony Goldstaub QC said: “It 
was a vicious, terrible attack ... inci¬ 
dents like this will not be tolerated”. 

Stephanie Farrimond, prosecut¬ 
ing, said Mr Lorimer had been in a 
relationship with Victoria White 
since 2002 and they had two chil¬ 
dren. 

Following the end of their rela¬ 
tionship in 2007, Ms White had 
been seeing Osokpo before Mr 
Lorimer had turned up “hurling 
abuse” and getting arrested. How¬ 
ever, she later withdrew a complaint 
and they became friends again. 


The court was told Mr Lorimer 
arranged to visit to take his daugh¬ 
ters on a surprise shopping trip but 
Osokpo and Ryan arrived on the 
scene and attacked him. He passed 
out and was kicked and punched. A 
third man joined in and witnesses 
described it looking as if they were 
kicking a football. 

Police were called and arrested 
the two. Mr Lorimer was found 
staggering and covered in blood by 
a passing motorist, who returned 
him to the scene where he identi¬ 
fied his assailants. He then passed 
out and was taken to hospital, need¬ 
ing to be resuscitated in the ambu¬ 
lance and the intensive care unit. 

Apart from serious head injuries, 
he also suffered a collapsed lung 
and was off work for three weeks. 
He suffered depression and now has 
a scar above his right eye. 

In interview, Ryan said they had 
been to a party and continued at Ms 
White’s house, where he snorted 
cocaine and smoked cannabis. 

Alex Lindsay, for Osokpo, said: 
“He went to speak to Mr Lorimer 
and events took over and escalated. 
He expresses considerable remorse 
and regrets the situation he became 
embroiled in.” 

Clare Ashcroft, for Ryan, said: 
“He took the hammer outside to act 
as a warning, to scare him away, and 
only when his friend appeared to be 
in some dispute did he become 
involved.”

PENSIONERS will soon be able 
to travel for free on buses for even 
longer as a result of a deal struck 
by County Hall and district coun¬ 
cils in Essex. 

Under the new arrangement which 
comes into force on October 6, passen¬ 
gers entitled to concessionary travel 
will be able to start their journeys at 
9am, 30 minutes earlier than at present. 

And at the end of the day free travel has 
been extended from 11pm to midnight. The 
new rules will apply seven days a week 
including bank holidays. 

As well as greater flexibility for passen¬ 
gers, the negotiations have also resulted in a 
saving for taxpayers with the amount coun¬ 
cils paying bus companies each year being 
reduced from £24m to £18m. 

County council leader Lord Hanningfield 
said: “This deal represents a positive step 
forward for concessionary fare bus users and 
for all residents who pay council tax who will 
have to pay less as a result of these success¬ 
ful negotiations. 

“However, there is still a financial burden 
on Essex County Council and all local 
authorities in Essex continue to urge minis¬ 
ters to meet the required level of funding for 
the scheme they pledged at the outset.” 

Eddie Johnson, chairman of Harlow 
Council’s environment and community com¬ 
mittee, said the new arrangement meant local

pensioners would have a better deal on the 
buses than those in many other parts of the 
country. 

“We have received numerous complaints 
about the timing of buses and how people have 
to miss connections through travelling later,” 
he said. “This extra half an hour of travel will 
also bring benefits to people with disabilities 
who can make more of the travelling day. 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell added: “When the 
Government introduced legislation to ensure 
over-60s could travel both nationally as well as 
locally for free during the day, it was a local 
anomaly that in Harlow the concessionary 
travel started at 9.30am rather than 9am. 

“I am delighted that Essex have seen sense 
and brokered this deal.”

Steam tractor 

has become 
Corgi classic 


A FEW weeks ago, 

Nostalgia featured a 
picture of children 
playing on an old steam 
tractor which had been left 
in Potter Street’s play area 
after reaching the end of its 
useful life in the 
construction of the new 
town. 

The photograph, dating back to 
the mid-1960s, was supplied to 
us by Mag Barrett - but she was 
unable to shed any light on what 
became of the machine, which 
disappeared in 1977. 

So thanks indeed to Momingtons 
resident Roy Newman, who has 
been in touch to provide a bit more 
information about what turns out to 
have been Garrett 34582, dubbed 
'Mr Potter'. 

“I have a scale model of the very 
machine,” Mr Newman (68) reveals. 
“I collect model cars and I used to 
get the Corgi catalogue sent to me

regularly. 

“I was flicking through it one day 
when this tractor caught my eye and 
I immediately recognised its 
connection with Harlow. 

“I ordered one and it turns out from 
the notes supplied by Corgi that it 
was discovered by an enthusiast 
who took it away and restored it and 
it is now a perfectly running 
machine. The model is still 
available from Corgi as well.” 
Further information on the machine 
can also be found in an old issue of 
the magazine Old Glory: Vintage 
Restoration Today , supplied to us by 
David Devine of The Museum of 
Harlow. The detailed article can be 
read in full at the museum. 

It explains that the Mr Potter in 
operation today was actually 
restored using the tractor in Potter 


Street and parts from another 
Garrett machine found abandoned 
in a field in Sawbridgeworth. 

The piece also reveals some of the 
history of the engine, which was 
originally purchased for £740 in 
1924 by P.G.C. Foster, a farmer of 
Balsham, Cambridgeshire, and later 
sold on to the firm W&C French, of 
Buckhurst Hill. 

French’s was the contractor who 
built most of Potter Street and it 
donated the tractor to Harlow 
Council in 1953, by which time it 
had presumably become rather old 
hat. 

For the next 24 years it remained in 
the play area and became a 
favourite for local children. 

However, when steam enthusiast 
Terry Young came upon it, he saw 
the potential for a full restoration 
and negotiated to buy it. 

Years of painstaking work later, the 
project was completed, and Mr 
Potter is now a regular sight at 
steam shows throughout the 
country.

Observer mercury Star 
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Cops crack down on 
cat' con ve rter theft 


A TAGGING system to help identi¬ 
fy stolen catalytic converters was 
unveiled in Harlow on Friday as 
police launched a major new initia¬ 
tive to crack down on the criminal 
gangs making life miserable for 
commercial vehicle owners. 

The brainchild of car security special¬ 
ist Retainagroup and motor giant Ford, 
the simple procedure involves perma¬ 
nently marking the casing of each con¬ 
verter with a unique seven-digit code and 
emergency telephone number. 

Once the mark has been applied, the code is 
recorded along with vehicle and owner details 
on a national register and can be immediately 
verified at any time, 365 days a year. 

Police hope the system will enable them to 
identify and differentiate between stolen con¬ 
verters and will prove to be a strong deterrent

Harlow inspector Andy Bray said: “This is 
a positive initiative to assist in reducing thefts 
of catalytic converters which has seen an 
increase nationally. By working together in 
partnership alongside businesses and crime 
reduction officers, acquisitive crimes such as 
catalytic converter thefts can be significantly 
reduced. 

“Marking items and making them traceable 
make them less attractive to thieves because 
the perpetrators stand a significant risk of 
being caught and brought to justice.”

Stores warned 
for selling kids 
violent games 

AGE restrictions on violent video 
games are being widely ignored in 
Harlow, investigations by Trading 
Standards officers have revealed. 
An operation conducted by Essex 
County Council targeting major 
specialist retailers in the town 
found that three out of nine stores 
sold a game containing violent or 
explicit material to a child. 

The test used a 14-year-old female 
volunteer, who attempted to buy 
18-certificate titles such as Grand 
Theft Auto IV, Condemned 2 or 
Dark Sector. 

The conduct of Harlow shops 
compared unfavourably with 
Basildon, where all nine retailers 
tested refused to serve the girl. 
Essex County Council cabinet 
member Tracey Chapman said: 
“These results show that shops 
clearly need to do more to prevent 
underage sales of age restricted 
video games. 

“We will not hesitate to seek 
prosecution against shops which 
continue to allow underage sales.” 



AUTUMN is the very best time 
to plant trees, shrubs, 
perennials, winter annuals, 
bulbs and cool season 
vegetables. The soil is warm 
and the air is cool, so less 
energy is required of the plant 
overall. Colour in the colder 
months is still possible with the 
right selections. 

However, making sure you add 
them to your garden before the 
soil gets too cold is important. 
The warmer soil will allow 
roots to become established 
and give the plants a better 
chance of looking their best. 
Shrubs can also add colour 
and structure to your garden, 
just when much of the garden is 
going dormant. Shrubs with 
late season flowers can extend 
interest throughout the season. 
So although many of the plants 
in your garden may be putting 
their feet up for a rest, there’s 
still plenty more left for you to 
do. Get out there! 

Add mulch. An autumn layer of 
mulch provides a protective 
layer over plant's roots and 
protects evergreen foliage from 
soil borne diseases splashing 
back to the plant. In colder 


climates, mulch should be 
added after the ground freezes. 
This will help prevent frost 
heave and keep soil 
temperatures more even, 
protecting roots. 

Protect trees and shrubs from 
pests. Now is excellent time to 
protect your trees and shrubs 
from certain potential pests. 

Many damaging insects 
become active again in early 
spring, often times before we’ve 
had a chance to take action. 
Systemic insecticides applied to 
the soil as a drench are taken 
up by the roots and can be 
effective for many months. 

Not all plants or containers are 
able to withstand the winter 
outdoors. Containers can freeze 
and crack and non-hardy plants 
quickly die when roots are not 
underground. Either bring them 
indoors or at least to an area 
protected from winds and 
extreme temperatures. 

For added protection, you 
might want to wrap the 
container in blankets or plastic 
wrap, several layers thick. You 
don't want to encourage new 
growth, so don’t add fertilizer 
and keep water to a minimum.

MR uses congestion 
alarm to back bypass 


THE campaign for a new 
bypass to relieve Harlow’s 
crippling traffic problems 
has received a boost after 
it was revealed congestion 
could cost the region £2bn 
a year. 

A startling report by the East 
of England Development 
Agency predicts that increas¬ 
ing traffic levels could choke 
the region’s economy by 2021, 
with the financial impact dou¬ 
bling from current level unless 
“radical action” is taken. 

The study - which highlights 
the Mil among a number of 
‘hotspots’ causing particular harm 
to the economy - has been seized 
upon by Harlow MP Bill Rammell 
as proof that a new link road 
between the A414 and Mil is 
urgently required. 

However, as news of the eco¬ 
nomic case for a bypass emerged, 
Mr Rammell came under fire for 
not doing more to secure the proj¬ 
ect earlier in his Parliamentary 
career and was accused by his 
leading rival of “jumping on the 
bandwagon”. 

Pledging to continue lobbying 
his own Government to get plans 
moving, Mr Rammell said the 
prospect of a £2bn cost to the

economy “underlined the strong 
case” for a Harlow relief road. 

He said: “The cost of conges¬ 
tion in our region to both busi¬ 
nesses and residents, particularly 
in hotspots such as the Mil, is 
unacceptable. 

“While recognising that such a 
major project will take some years 
to complete, we need to take 
action urgently to ensure that the 
situation is improved for future 
generations.” 

But Conservative prospective 
Parliamentary candidate Robert 
Halfon accused the MP of only 
becoming interested in the issue in 
the past year - after the Tories 
began campaigning on it and 
launched a website. 

“I’m not surprised by these fig¬ 
ures on congestion,” he said. “But 
the fact is that, although the MP 
has finally spoken to his fellow 
ministers, there are no financial 
guarantees, only warm words. 

“Moreover, the Government’s 
intention to concrete over our 
Green Belt with hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of extra houses will add to 
the traffic problems and increase 
the financial burden on Harlow 
residents.”

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Court's jail reprieve 
for benefits swindler 


A BENEFITS cheat who was jailed for 
swindling £6,000 has had her prison sen¬ 
tence overturned. 

Samantha Hines (33) has instead been given a 
12-week suspended sentence and ordered to 
carry out 80 hours of community service after 
judges at Chelmsford Crown Court quashed the 
original sentence imposed by Harlow magis¬ 
trates. 

Hines had been freed on bail pending Friday’s appeal 
hearing. At its conclusion recorder Robin Knowles, sit¬ 
ting with two other judges, told her: “Exceptionally, we 
can suspend [the sentence] but we are more concerned 
with the consequences to others than to you.” 

The court heard that single mum-of two Hines, of 
Little Pynchons, Harlow, was also carer for her mother. 

James Howard, prosecuting on behalf of Harlow 
Council, had told the court that despite earning 
£26,000 a year, plus extra from a part-time job and 
£700 a month rent income, Hines had started to live 
beyond her means. 

She claimed housing and council tax benefit to 
which she was not entitled and lied to the authorities by 
failing to declare her second income, her purchase of a 
property and the fact that her landlord was her former 
partner and the father of her two children. 

However, Hannah Smith, representing Hines, said in 
mitigation that her client had mounted up debts of 
around £100,000. She suffered from depression and 
had committed the offences out of desperation. 

“She obtained the money not for a lavish lifestyle 
but to provide for her children,” Ms Smith said. “She 
lost her job but has since got another and as soon as she 
can start she can pay the money back.” 

The court heard that Hines had already began paying 
back £100 a month to Harlow Council and that if she 
had gone to prison her children may have had to have 
been taken into local authority care.

WHEN you hear that most brides 
spend approx 250 hours planning 
their perfect day, it’s no wonder

The trick behind perfect planning is 
perfect 'chunking' - grouping tasks 
into chunks and dealing with them one 
at a time - too many plans and ideas 
covering every aspect of your wedding 
can be overwhelming and no longer is 
planning a pleasure, but a chore.

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We can make your wedding wishes come true 
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Tips for the second time around 


WITH most marriages in the UK today being 
remarriages for one or both partners, gone 
are the days of having to run to the registrar 
in shame: you can now remarry in (some) 
churches, have your wedding abroad and 
have your kids as bridesmaids and best men! 

But that doesn't mean that the stress is any less 
the second (or third, or fourth) time around, so for 
all those planning a wedding, help is at hand... 

STEP 1: PLANNING THE BIG DAY 
"With a first marriage, you've got a lot to think 
about, but with the second, you've got a lot more 
to think about," says Jill Curtis, a psychotherapist 
and author of How to Get Married... Again 
(Hodder & Stoughton, 2003). 

"It's no good thinking, 'We're in love, let's cross 
our fingers and jump'. There are too many people 
involved: your parents, children, friends - and 
everyone will have something to say about it." 

Talking openly with your partner about your 
expectations and planning together is therefore 
key, says Jill. "Leave nothing to chance," she 
advises. "Who's going to go on the honeymoon? 
Who will stand where during photos? Who's going 
to be best man or bridesmaid? 


STEP 2: BREAKING THE NEWS 
Should you tell your ex of your plans? Should you 
invite him? What if your partner wants to invite 
his ex? These are all questions you need to 
consider as well, says Jill. 

"You should definitely tell your ex - it's better 
than hearing about it on the grapevine." 

But Carole Hamilton, former editor of You & 

Your Wedding magazine, says that an ex's invite 
"all depends on whether you are still friendly. The 
last thing you need at your big day is more stress." 

STEP 3: TELLING THE KIDS 

How and when you tell your children of your 
remarriage is one of the most important issues 
you'll have to deal with, say Jill and Carole. 

"When two people fall in love, they want 
everyone else to fall in love too," says Jill. "But 
the break-up of second marriages is very high and 
that's due to the stress of the children from the 
first marriage. 

Both Jill and Carole suggest involving the 
children as much as possible in the planning 
process and ceremony so that they feel part of the 
family's restructuring. 

If you're worried about how to fit step-children, 


exes and friends all together at the reception 
tables, try something a little different: "If there are 
family issues," says Carole, "forget complicated 
top-table arrangements and opt for 'family tables' 
rather than mixing everyone up. 

STEP 4: WHAT DO YOU WEAR? 

Feeling a bit of a hypocrite wanting to wear white? 
Feel confused over dress protocol since this is 
your first wedding, but your partner's second? 

Liz Taylor may have been married eight times to 
seven different men, but that doesn't alter her right 
to wear what she wants on her next wedding day, 
should there be one, says Carole. 

"It is perfectly acceptable for a second-time bride 
to wear a wedding dress," says the wedding 
professional. "It's really old-fashioned to think you 
shouldn't wear white: it's your wedding and you 
should do - and wear - anything you like. There 
are some stunning slim-line and shorter dresses, 
but age-appropriate is the best advice, whatever 
age you are!" 

STEP 5: WHAT KIND OF CEREMONY 
SHOULD YOU HAVE? 

If you've never been married but your partner has, 


or vice versa, have an open chat about your 
expectations and hopes, says Jill: "There are 
probably going to be niggling worries about the 
previous 'big day'. Don't skirt around this with 
your partner: any questions about what happened 
at a first wedding need to be answered truthfully." 

Opting for a wedding abroad is always a safe 
option for exactly this reason and, says Carole: 
"Weekend weddings are becoming really popular. 
You can hire a venue, like a country hotel, from 
Friday to Sunday, or take a small party abroad 
with you - around 60 per cent of second-timers do 
it that way. It definitely makes it easier to choose 
your guest list - but keep in mind they'll be on 
your honeymoon with you!" 

If you're a traditionalist, you don't have to be a 
churchgoer or to have been baptised to have a 
church wedding. You will, however, need to ask 
the minister of your chosen church if either you or 
your partner has been divorced. 

Or you could always opt for a civil ceremony, 
which will require a decree absolute if you're 
divorced or a death certificate if widowed. 

Civil ceremonies must take place at a registered 
or licensed venue - such as Paradise Wildlife Park 
- and have at least two witnesses to be legal.

Journalist seeks out 


the horror of history 


A CHILLING short story by Star 
deputy editor Paul Newman 
has been included in a 
professionally published 
anthology. 

The Third Black Book Of Horror, 
edited by Charles Black, features 
17 short stories and harks back 
to the days of the famed Pan and 
Fontana collections of 
supernatural tales. 

Paul (44), of Station Road, 
Sawbridgeworth, has already had his 
work published in privately 
produced collections as well as in an 
anthology of new Essex writing. His 
one-man play Judas Goat was 
performed at The Playhouse, 

Harlow, and on London’s fringe 
theatre. 

He is particularly pleased that his 
story Widow’s Weeds is making its 
debut in the highly regarded Black 
Books series. 

“Of all the short stories I've written, 
published or not, it’s the one of 
which I’m most proud,” he said. 

“It's based around a real historical 
event - a terrible massacre carried 
out on the island of Bali by colonial 
interests in the early years of the 


20th century - and I tried to subtly 
draw parallels between that incident 
and the way today’s superpowers 
continue to conduct themselves in 
less-fortunate parts of the world. 

“I first heard about the massacre 
when 1 was travelling in Indonesia in 


the early 1990s and, learning that 
little mention of it and other such 
atrocities of that time is made in 
most Western history books, I 
wanted to write something to bring 
it to a wider audience. 

“Bali also has a rich and colourful 


mythology of gods and demons 
which, similarly, has received little 
exposure, and eventually the two 
interests came together in my head. 
After that, the story pretty much 
wrote itself.” 

In Widow’s Weeds , a young 
careerist in the Dutch East Indies 
Company inadvertently participates 
in the massacre and, disillusioned, 
returns home ... but not alone. 

The collection, and Paul’s 
contribution, has already garnered 
some enthusiastic reviews online, 
with website The Zone commenting: 
“Paul Newman’s Widow’s Weeds is 
an extraordinary, tense, tour de force 
where the author, by means of an 
elegant language and a steady 
narrative pace, depicts the 
predicament of a man haunted by a 
curse while in Bali and since then 
bound to a tragic end.”

Method men add shine 
to a lacklustre thriller 



SCREEN legends Robert De Niro and A1 
Pacino share top billing for the first time 
since Heat in this rather ordinary genre 
thriller. 

They may be two of the greatest Method 
actors of all time but apart from the huge 
shadows they cast over this likeable cop 
drama, we've seen it all before. 

Director Jon Avnet (88 Minutes and, er, Fried 
Green Tomatoes ) must have wet himself when he 
managed to land both screen giants but perhaps 
he didn't fully appreciate the weight of audience 
expectation the dream teaming would generate. 
So instead of making a film playing to their well- 
documented skills, he relies on their star power to

carry a rather somnambulant thriller directed 
without the pace and pizzazz it so desperately 
needs. 

De Niro and Pacino play two grizzled veteran 
cops - long-in-the-tooth detectives who are fed up 
with seeing all the murderers, rapists and drug- 
dealers they take off the streets granted early 
release by soft judges and ambivalent juries. 

Turk (De Niro) is the volatile, violent one - aptly 
described as a "pitbull on crack” - whose 
explosive temperament extends to some 
aggressive bedroom gymnastics with his willingly 
submissive girlfriend (Carla Gugino). 


Rooster (Pacino) is his wisecracking partner of 30 
years, the fast-talking, funny one who likes 
nothing more than to bond with his buddy down 
at the firing range to take out their increasing 
frustration with the justice system. 

When the pair are assigned to investigate the 
murder of a notorious pimp, they quickly realise it 
has ties to a case they thought they'd solved years 
before and it's only a matter of time before they 
begin to question whether they put the right man 
behind bars. 

It won’t take you long to work out the rather 
asinine twist at the end of the film - which is 
criminally short on suspense as a whole - but, 
fortunately for Avnet, the sheer indulgent joy of 
seeing De Niro and Pacino together is worth the 
price of admission alone.

KERRANG! THE ALBUM ’08 

Various (album, Rhino) 

Raaaarrrrggghh! Boasting 42 “mega” tracks, this is a huge, slavering 
beast of a rawk compilation featuring the likes of Kid Rock (way 
cool!), Linkin Park (awesome!), Fall Out Bov (sick!), Slipknot 
(killer!) and, of course, Cancer Bats (erm ...J. Like bludgeoning 
yourself repeatedly over the head with a hammer, this is an 
excruciating yet occasionally exhilarating journey across the 
badlands of (predominately) American rock in all its myriad, 
bastardised forms. From the insufferable country-rawk twang of 
Nickelback’s Rockstar to the impenetrable wall of noise that is 
Machine Head’s Aesthetics Of Hate, this is ear-bleedingly awful. 

THE MOTOWN YEARS 

Frankie Valli & The Four Seasons (album, Island) 

On paper at least, this looks like a dream ticket - take the kings of 
Italian suave and put them on the legendary label that sanitised 
soul for white audiences and, bada bing, you’ve got a solid gold 
disc. But the reality wasn’t quite as straightforward, with the two 
resulting LPs (one by the Seasons, one solo) both miserable flops 
which threatened to put a halt to a glittering career.

Last hours of a dead man walking 


UNDER THE VOLCANO 

(Mr Bongo Films, 15, retail) 

Malcolm Lowry’s semi-autobiographical novel 
chronicling the last day in the life of an alcoholic 
British consul adrift in Mexico on the Day of the Dead 
is one of those pieces of writing generally considered 
unfilmable. 

So it’s very much to the credit of director John 
Huston and his excellent screenwriter Guy Gallo that 
this 1984 attempt that so much of the original’s tone 
of resigned despair and fevered chaos survives the 
translation intact. 

Purists will likely complain that much of Lowry’s 
dense texture and poetry has been lost in the process, 
but it was a bold and sensible move to streamline the 
story to three principles and shift the responsibility for 
carrying it onto the acting abilities of Albert Finney. 
Fortunately, he’s more than equal to the task and his 
hypnotic performance as dipsomaniac Geoffrey 
Firmin is one of cinema’s most masterful, tragic 
drunks. 

Set amid the first rumblings of the Second World War, 
the film opens with Firmin already resigned from his 
post as consul and abandoned by his actress wife 
Yvonne (Jacqueline Bisset). In the surreal atmosphere 
of the Day of the Dead celebrations in the small town 
of Cuernavaca (hauntingly photographed throughout 
by Gabriel Figueroa), he wanders through his last 
hours in a controlled freefall of sustained binge 
drinking. 

Gallo’s script narrows the focus of Firmin’s motivation 
for his self-destructive behaviour, making it largely a 
result of his wife’s earlier infidelity with his half- 
brother Hugh (Anthony Andrews) and barely 
suggesting the character’s deep disgust at humanity in 
general and his fears of a forthcoming fascist 
apocalypse. 

But enough of it seeps through Finney’s subtly 
nuanced work as Firmin at first embraces Yvonne’s 
return only to ultimately reject it and stumble off 
blindly towards an end he at least meets with some 
vestiges of tattered dignity intact.

ZOMBIE AND THE GHOST TRAIN 

(Bluebell Films, 15, retail) 

Finnish director Mike Kaurismaki follows a different 
kind of lost soul with a bottle in this moody, poignant 
film made in 1991. 

Largely using musicians instead of professional 
actors, it watches hard-drinking bass player and 
melancholy loser Zombie (Silu Seppala) as he ducks 
out of the army on grounds of mental fitness and 
returns to Helsinki. 

He just can’t seem to get a handle on life, living in a 
converted garage beneath his parents’ house and 
failing to hold down even the most menial of jobs; his 
girlfriend Marjo and friend Harri do all they can to 
support and aid him, but Zombie seems dead-set on 
his own road to oblivion. 

Very little happens in terms of narrative, but this all 
about character and Kaurismaki chose wisely when 
he gave musician Seppala the lead; adrift in the harsh, 
indifferent snowscapes of the city, his spindly black- 
clad figure looks impossibly frail, isolated as much by 
his ability to see all the possibilities open to him as by 
his inability to choose between them. 

Despite a quietly tragic tone, the film is also comic at 



times as Zombie’s drifting brings him into contact 
with members of Helsinki’s oddball music scene and 
a memorably hysterical domestic accident involving a 
bunk bed, a steaming kettle, a window and his 
scrawny posterior. 

It’s beautifully shot by Olli Varja, particularly the 
bookending sequences in Istanbul, and has a richly 
varied soundtrack ranging from rockabilly and metal 
to Finnish country music while making great use of 
Black Sabbath’s dreamy Solitude. 

Extras include a trailer, biography and an insightful 
interview with Kaurismaki in which he discusses the 
real-life inspiration for Zombie and the production.

THE LIAR & JACKPOT 2 

(Bluebell Films, 15, retail) 

The second release from Mika Kaurismaki this week 
comprises two of his early, shorter works. 

Shot in soft monochrome and following its principal 
character from one encounter to the next, The Liar 
(1981) is a loose homage to the French new wave of 
the ’60s (it features a clip from, and a recreation of, a 
key scene from \%4’s Bande a Part). 

Ville (Aki Kaurismaki) is young, feckless, bored and 
given to passing off glib pronouncements as insightful 
philosophy; worse, he’s a self-obsessed, compulsive 
liar who treats people as if they’re no more than 
amusing props in his life to be toyed with. He can’t 
meet somebody without exploiting them for money, 
affection or favours via a string of well-crafted lies. 

He’s charming enough to win the affections of a 
beautiful young woman, but still the lies keep coming 
until finally they jeopardise something he really cares 
about. 

Jackpot 2 (1982) is far less satisfying, a minor short 
made with prize money and concerning young 
people adrift in a future where some unspecified 


cataclism has removed law and order and left the 
cities populated only by oddballs and outcasts. 

The two protagonists spend most of the film 
obsessively playing or discussing pinball, but there’s 
little of substance beyond the gorgeous photography 
and it does all feel a little like a pretentious art 
student’s project.

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O N the one hand 

you have to admire 
what Audi has 
achieved. The brand was 
never in bad shape in 
the 1980s, but it 
unquestionably played 
second fiddle to its 
fellow German rivals 
and didn’t have the 
image to compete - even 
if the cars were actually 
pretty good. 

However, now the tables have 
turned and the four rings of 
Audi are spearing in front as 
it continues to grow its 
product range and its sales. 
Last year it posted profits up 49 
per cent and, despite this year 
looking a little bleaker, we can 
expect more of the same. 

A large chunk of this success 
can be accredited to the A4. 
Competing in a sector where 
image comes first, second and 
third, it hardly seemed feasible 
that anything or anyone could 
dethrone the BMW 3-Series. But 
the A4 did and now you are 
more likely to find up-and- 
coming young things behind the 
wheel of one than the 
competition. 

Following the successful re- 
invention of the A4 for 2008, the 
inevitable follow-up is the Avant. 
Bringing the lifestyle estate 
option to the A4 range has 
broadened its appeal and makes 
it a viable option for more and 
more buyers. 

But that’s the sensible stuff. 

What we’re really interested in 
is whether it grabs your 
attention or not, and on this 
score Audi have done very well. 
All A4s now wear the new family 
face, with sleeker headlights and 
a more aggressive grille and 
bumper arrangement. It’s a 
definite improvement, while at 
the rear it also follows suit with 
a design similar to that of the A5 
coupe. The Avant actually wears 
this better than the saloon and 
with the right size of alloy wheel 
it has the purposeful stance and 
presence to get you noticed - in 
the right way. 

Once inside, you are greeted by 
the same level of quality design 
and specification that Audi are 
particularly good at. It’s hard not 
to feel like some sort of test pilot 
from behind the wheel: the dials 
are new and attractively 
designed, the standard 
information screen sits neatly at 
the top of the centre console, 
while the multi media interface 
control located at the bottom 
allows you to flip through the 
gadgets and gizmos that even the 
standard car benefits from. 

If there’s anything to be negative 
about in here it’s that some of 
the plastics don’t feel quite as 
wonderful as they did in the old 
A4. However, the design is 
unquestionably better and 
there’s little doubt that it will be 
just as robust and hard-wearing 


as before. 

There are, of course, a mind- 
boggling selection of engine and 
gearbox combinations, not least 
because the Audi is the only car 
to come with the option of four- 
wheel drive. 

There are five diesel engines to 
choose from, which tells you all 
you need to know about which 
type of engine is going to be 
most popular, but of the petrol 
options the 1.8-litre TFSI is no 
minnow 

Based on the existing 2.0-litre 
TFSI - also available in this car - 
it has enough of everything to 
keep you up to speed. With 
158bhp and plenty of torque 


from low down, it does 0-62mph 
in a very healthy 8.9 seconds but 
can still return 39.2mpg 
combined. 

Mated to the six-speed manual 
gearbox, the mix of torque and 
high end power means it works 
however you decide to drive it 
and is just as happy at a 
motorway cruise, in town or the 
long way home. 

The suspension pulls off a 
similar trick. The ride quality 
has improved over the last 
generation A4, making short 
work of road imperfections. 
Most of the time the A4 is 
remarkably comfortable and 
composed with only rapid-fire 
sharper bumps making their 


presence felt, but even then 
neither you nor your passengers 
will have anything to complain 
about. 

Yet it is a pleasurable car to 
drive with verve when the mood 
takes you. With an engine this 
keen it might happen more often 
than you think but the sharper 
steering and superior body 
control results in a car that will 
make you happier than before 
for more of the time. What more 
could you ask for? 

Space, of course. It may be a 
lifestyle estate but people are 
still going to want to carry big 
stuff in it. The A4 Avant offers 
more space with the seats up 
than its key rivals and second 


best with the seats down. 

There's also a stack of new 
features to tick on the options 
list: CVT and S tronic 
transmissions, a drive select 
system to tailor the car’s 
behaviour, lane assist and side 
assist to boost safety - the list is 
long and absorbing but if you 
want it you can probably have it. 
There was never anything wrong 
with the last A4 Avant but that 
hasn’t prevented Audi from 
making it considerably better. 

It’s more stylish, better to drive 
and has more options that you 
could possibly imagine, but 
should you choose to do so you 
can still use it like an ordinary 
estate car.

Autumn - the start of 
a new spring garden 


DON'T get too despondent as 
the summer fades into 
autumn and the garden looks 
a little barer each day. 

Rather than think of autumn 
as the end of the current 
growing season, think of it as 
the start of next year's garden! 
This is the best time of year to 
get our gardens in shape for 
next spring and the growing 
season beyond. 

Putting the garden to bed each 
autumn is important for a 
number of reasons. As well as 
the cleaning and tidying up for 
aesthetic appeal, a great spring 
garden next season begins with 
steps you should take now. 
Many pests and diseases will 
persist in the soil and plant 
debris over winter, if they're 
given the opportunity. 

Removing spent annuals and 
vegetable plants from the 
garden, improves our chance 
of eliminating numerous future 
pest and diseases that would 
otherwise survive on that dead 
plant material. 

As you clean up your garden, 
include the following in your 
garden to-do list: 

Cut back perennials. These 
plants will come back next year 
because the roots survive, even 


though the growth above 
ground dies. Cutting off the 
dead and spent foliage a few 
inches above the ground now 
will not harm the plant. 
Remove spent annuals and 
seasonal vegetables. Unlike 
perennials, annuals do not 
come back from season to 
season, so there is no reason to 
leave these in the ground. Pull 
them up, roots and all, and add 
them to your compost pile. 
Remove weeds and leaf 
debris. These are common 
places for diseases and pests 
over winter. The less hospitable 
you can make the garden for 
winter hardy pests, the fewer 
problems you'll have come 
spring. 

Take pictures and make notes. 

As the garden winds down for 
the season, there is still time to 
document what was growing 
there. This is especially helpful 
for perennials you will be 
cutting back for the season. 

As you add more plants, 
having a record of what was 
planted will allow you to avoid 
injuring dormant perennials. 
Notes are also a great way to 
document what worked and 
what didn't. While it is fresh in 
your mind, this is a great time 
to gather your thoughts.

GB coach: 
'Osagie can 
bounce back'

Winrow, who coaches St Mary’s 
College, London student Osagie, 
told Star Sport: “Sometimes when 
athletes get injured they do not 
want to do the alternative training 
[biking and swimming] but 
Andrew does. 

“He has got the body, the speed 
and he has got the right attitude. 
When he goes to the big meets 
that will encourage him and I 
believe he has the ability to 
compete at that level.” 

He added: “He needs to get a time 
of around 1:44. 

“A lot of the attention in this 
country is around the 2012 
Olympics. He will be at a good 
age then, but there are the 
Commonwealth Games and 
European Championships first in 
2010.” 

Winrow speaks with experience 
having reached the 800m semi¬ 
finals in the Atlanta 1996 Olympic 
Games. His own best time in the 
event was 1:45.6. 

He said: “I had injuries and it can 
take time to break through. It 
took me four years to get into the 
senior level.” 

Winrow expects Osagie to 
compete in international indoor 
meetings in the early part of 2009. 
Osagie recently attended a Dame 
Kelly Holmes training camp at 
Carnegie University in Leeds. He 
was one of 12 talented young 
male middle-distance runners 
chosen for the camp. 

It was a useful chance for the 
former Leventhorpe School 
student to hear from Dame Kelly 
about the injury problems she 
faced during her career. 

Osagie said: “I found the strength 
and conditioning workshop really 
useful as there are always areas 
that you can work on - and the 
aqua-jogging was good too.” 

Dame Kelly praised Osagie’s 
ability but said that hard work is 
the key. “Andrew is a talented 
athlete and I believe that he does 
have the ability to succeed at 
international level and it is going 
to take a lot of dedication. 

“I hope that this get-together has 
given him the motivation to go 
away and work even harder.”

Leon Lalite was dismissed 
against Maidstone and he returned from a 
three-match ban for Saturday’s match.

However, the frontman stabbed the ball wide 
under pressure from defender Jon 
Wordsworth. 

Boreham Wood, managed by former

range. 

The hosts took the lead in the 37th minute, 
when Greg Morgan fed Mario Noto.

Taylor was cautioned for clipping Watters 
six minutes later with a late challenge, 
before a Boreham Wood player launched the 



ball across the field after a free-kick had 
been given against him. 

This was the catalyst for the two Harlow 
dismissals. 

And as the game stuttered towards full¬ 
time, Akers was brought down and limped 
off after receiving treatment. He did not 
return so Harlow had to finish the game with 
nine men.
